The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, is a fr 
]emn Ratification of our.Baptirma] Covenanti 
wherein God for his Part hath faithfully pro- 
mifed '' Pardon and RemiHion of Sins to all 
*' true Penitents," and we for our Parts ait 
therein folemnLy bound to be faithful and obe* 
dient unto Him, 2 Tim, ii. ig. Before then»f 
can promife to ourfelves any Benefit or AdysD- 
tage from the Participation of this folemn Ri» 
and Covenant be^wpen God .and us, wemvl 
endeavour (whatin usjies) to.poiJefsouc^oiiil 
with all thofe divine Qualifications which tli 
Sacrament of the. Lord's Supper requires if 
lender us worthy Partakers thereof. 

And what thofe are^ it is the Dcfign of tli 
Difcourfe to enquire ; wherein I (hall endc** 
vour to fhew what that Preparation of Heart 
and Mind is, which muft difpofe us for a wor- 
thy Participation of the bjefled Sacr-aojcnt 
And herein I hope to remove all thofe Feat 
and Scruples which arife in our Minds, abotf 
*' eating and drinking unworthily, and of i* 
*' curring our own Damnation thereby," * 
groundlefs and unwarrantable ; and to do tw 
1 fliall take Occafion to explain that Part 
our Church Catechism, defignedly \ 
tended for our Inftroidion, with relation to titf 
Duty of a Sacramental Preparation ; namely» 

^. *' What is required of them who cofl*

Thjs: Duty thcaof a devout Communicant con- 
fifteth ift thefe Six following Particulars ; i.. 
Self- Examination ; to examine themfelves., 2. 
Repentance towards God"; whether they repent 
them truhj of their former Sins^ 3, Holy Pur- 
pofes or Refolutions of a new Life ; JicdfajUy 
furpofTng to lead a-new Life. 4. Faith in God's 
Mercy through Chriil ; to have a lively Faith ^ 
&c. 5. A thankful Remembrance of his 
Death. 6thly and laftly, Unfeigned Love or 
Charity for all Mankind \ and to he in Charity 
with all Men, 

The firft Part then of a Communicant's Duty 
£sSelf'-£xamination>: A Duty not only enjoin- 
ed by human. Aathorky, but likewife com- 
manded by St. FauL But let a Man examine 
inmfelf^ and fo let him eat of ih'at Breads and 
'drink of that Cup, I Cor. xi. 28. Intimating,. 
that no Man fliould prefume to cat of that Bread, 
and drink of that Cup, without a previous Pre- 
paration, if h*c mean to efcape that fame Judg- . 
Knent of Condemnation which thefe Corinthians 
brought upon themfelves for their irreverent, 
iinful and diforderly Behaviour at this Sacra- 
Vfieilt ; and this was the Occafioh of St. Faults 
Caiition and Reproof : He that eatzthani, dr'ink- 
ith unworthily^ /ays the ApoftX^, eateib ay\-^

drinketh Damnation * to him/elf^ not difcernini 
the Lord*s Body^ vcr. 29. 

£ * Note, This Word Damnation, docs not fignify eternal 
Condemnation, but on the contrary fome temporal Puiuflr- 
ment or Judgment, (as you have it in the Margin ef ycur 
Bible) fuch as Sicknefs or Death, with which the City of 
Corinth was afRidled, for their great Abufe and Profanatioa 
of this folemn InAitutlon ; fo that the Sins here- reproved, 
(namely. Gluttony, Drunkennefs and Fa6lion, ver. iS,^ 
21, 22.) and the Damnation here threatned, hath no Re- 
lation to us, unlefs it could be proved, that any of us weie 
ever guilty of theiame Wickedncls with rhitkCorintbianti 
which I believe no Man ever was, or would be fuffered to 
approach the Lord*s Table after fuch a diforderly majuier 
ks they did, if Men were fo kwd and profeae.} 

But that our Preparation may be fo well per' 
formed by us as to prevent the like Danger, let 
us, as the wife Man advifeth, Remember tht 
End^ and we Jhall never do amifs^ £ccl. vii. 1 6^ 
Fir/l then. That we may came to this heavenly 
P'eaft holy, and adorned with the Wedding- 
(jarment, Matt, xxii. 11. we muft fearch our 
Hearts, and examine our Confciences, not^nly 
till v^c fee our Sins, but until we hate them; 
and infteadof thofe filthy Rags of our Rightc- 
oufnefs, wei)muA adorn our Minds with pure 
and pious Difpofitions ; even that clean Linen^ 
the Righteoufnefs of the Saints, Rev. xix. 8. 
With thfife Ornaments are holy Souls fitted for 
the Society of that ce]e(lial Company, which 
are to be met with at this Solemnity. 2^, 
Another End or Defign of this ftri£l Prepara- 
tion, is, That we may be accepted by God 
as worthy Communicknts ; that A^ who knowetb 

ihe Sicrits of all our Hcorts, ueitber u there ai^ 

OxeaWxt 
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Creature that is not manifeji in his Sights hut 
all things are naked and opened unto the Eyes of 
him with whom ive have to do^ Jer. xvii. lO, 
Heb. iv. 13. may approve of the Sincerity of our 
Repentance; and the King, who comes in to 
view the Guefts^ Matt, xx:i. 1 1. may (though 
ftri<5^1y fpeaking we are not fo) count us worthy 

[ of his Favour and Countenance. And how to 

; attain fo great a Blefiing, thefe following In- 
iiru6tions wiH help and afliil us- 

Firji^ We are di reeled to repent us truly ofaH 
cur former Sins. This is that Pre- 
paration which Chiift himfelf re- ^^^^^^* 

•^ quires of us. Matt. iii. 2, 3. A Duty, you 
know, whi^rh our fmful Lives make always ne- 
ceflary for ourConfideration, if ever we exped 
eternal Happinefs hereafter, Luke xiii. 3. But 
more efpecially the Dignity of this Sacrament 
requires that it {hould be enquired into with 
more than ordinary Care and Circumfpection, 
becaufe- without fmcere Repentance, we can- 
not expedl any Benefit or Advantage from the 
Death and Paffion of Chrift, which in this Sa- 
crament we commemorate, and have the Merits - 
of it conveyed to us by this facrcd Memorial. 
Suppofing then that this is fufHcient to con- 
vince you of the Neceffity and Importance of 
this Duty, that upon it depends our Welcome 
to this heavenly Feaft unto which we are called ; 

. I proceed now in the Second Place to inform 
you, That if our Repentance or Return to God 
be real and fmcere, it will produce thrf<a Ww- 
lovfitig good Effects in us.

that there is no Way more likelj 
our Inl<]uities, and to humble c 
them, tliah a feiious Applicatio 
Word to our crooked Paths : Ani 
d{ Self- Examinaiion, U never qic 
applied to, than when we intend t< 
Holy Communion ; for unkfs we le 
ber, and apprehend the Heinoufneli 
fences, and fear the Vengeance due 
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and rcfe again for our Juflification. It is the ^ 
' Scnfe and Si^ht of Sin that muft fhew us th|e • 
Need and Ncceffitjr of a glorious Redeemer,, 
and what Obligations we arc under to blefs an'd 
praife God for our Salvation by his Son Jesus 
Christ, Of fuch great Ufe and Advantage 
is this Duty of Self-Jixamination, at all times,., 
that Pythagoras^ in thofe Golden Verfes which 
go under his Name, particularly recommends 
the fame to his Scholars. " Every Nfght be- 
'* fore they flept, he enjoins them to examine ' 
themfelves what Good they had done, and 
whfcrein they had tranfgreffed.' Run over 
thefe Things, /aid he^ and if you have done 
** any Evil, be; troubled ; if Good, rejoice." 
This Courfe, if daily followed, as is fuggefted 
by HUrodeSy his excellent Commentator, per- 
fe<fts the divine Image in thofe that ufe it. 
Plutarch'^ Epi^etuSy Seneca^ and .the Emperor ■ 
Marcus 'Antoninu&y agree in riecommending the.^ . 
fame Praftice by their own Example, but efpe- 
cially holy jD/iv/rf; I thought on my Ways^ and 
ittvnedmy Feet unto ihyTeftimonie5<y Pfalnrcxix. - 
59,f khA this Method, no doubt, is an ad^ 
jnirable Means to improve u$ in Virtue, and : 
the moft efFeclual Way to keep our Confciences > 
awake, and to make us ftand in Awe of our- - 
felves, and afraid to (in, when we know be- - 
forehand that vire muft give fo fevcre>ati Ac-- 
count to ourfclvcs of every Afldon;-. And when • 
we are employing our Minds in this. Duty of • 
Self' Examination, before AejC>>tMro\v^o«s\^cst- 
^t any other Titnc^ wie n\uft AvCc\vw%^\x. ^V\«w- 
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of our own A£lions, as we would do of (A 
greateft and worft Enemy j or otherwife it 
Siall but flatter and deceive ourfelves in a Mat* 
ter of the greateft Weight and Importance^ 
namely, the knowing the State and Conditioa 
of our Souls : But if our Enquiries are juftaol 
true, we (hall then plainly difcover wherdDi 
and how often we have gone aftray and doK 
amifs. We (hall, by the faithful Difchargcof 
this Duty, bring to Light " all our ungodlvi 
*'' unjuft, and uncharitable Aflions ; all our 
** vain and filthy Speeches ; all our wanion, 
*•* proud and covetous Thoughts." Such i 
(lri£l and impartial Examination will difcover 
to us that accurfed Thing, S/«, Deut. vii,26i 
which has defiled our Nature, made God our 
Enemy, and will exclude us the Kingdom of 
Heaven, if not repented of, i Cor. vi. 9, 10. 
But by fuch a fevere Scrutiny as this, we fliall 
fc)on perceive the Number of ourTranfgreiEons, 
what vile Wretches and grievous Offenders wc 
are, how often we have broken our moft ferious 
Vows and Refolutions, efpecially after the Re- 
ceiving the holy Sacrament, and in Times of 
Sbcknefs and Dlftrefs : Such a Sight, and fuch a 
Profpe£l of Mifery as this, fhould excite in us 
a hearty Trouble and Sorrow for Sin ; efpecially 
if we caft an Eye upen the final KTue and Con- 
(equences of it, with refped to the World to 
come. IJfon the Ungodly^ fays holy Davidy God ' 
will rain Snares^ Fire and Brimftoney Storm 
und TempeJI j this fhall be their Portion to drink^ 
Pfalm xi. 7 Great Plagues remain for tUcUii- 
Jt^d/y i Jndignaiim ani Wnxxh^ Tribulation aiA 

■ ■. . ^ 
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^nguijh^ upon every Soul of Man that doth Evilj 
J^om: ii. 8, 9. The JVicked Jhall he turned into 
^ell^ and all the People that forget God, Thefe, 
nd many other fuch like Texts of Scripture, 
ay give us Tome Idea or Notion of the deplo- 
able Condition of the Wicked in a future State, 
nd of God's Hatred againft Sin. And is not 
«his then, without multiplying Arguments, 
^ufHcient to afFeft us with great Grief and Sor- 
a'O'w, when we confider that fo long as we live 
5x1 a vicious Courfe, fo long are we expofed to 
sail thofe Plagues and Torments which God 
l)ath in Store for wicked Men, and will moft 
-certainly be their Lot and Portion, if not pre- 
"ven-ted by a timely Repentance ? 

The Second Part of a true Repentance is 
Contrition^ or a forrowful Bewailinj^ ^ 
^f our own binrulnefs m 1 nought, 
AVord and Deed. When we call to Mind the 
Sins and Follies of our paft Lives, and the 
Dangers we are like to fall into, furely we can- 
not be otherwife afFefled, than fenfibly grieved 
with the Thoughts and Apprehenfions of our 
prefent and approaching Mifery. The Sorrows 
of David^ and the Rcpentancd of St. Peter^ 
- I Sam. xii. Luke xxii, flic wed thcmfelves in 
l^Ioods of Tears, and were too great to be 
confined within : But our Hearts are generally 
fo hard and unrelenting, that we fin againil 
God, and k^fe our own Souls without fo much 
as a Sigh or a Tear. I know that the Tempers 
cf People are diiFercnt 5 fome can (hcd T<"A.^e» 
' jMpon every Right Occafion •, and oiV\^t^ c^-wwax 
weep^ though their Hcaiu aic i^^i^ ^^ Vx^-^ 
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for Gnef ; and therefore we are not to judge 
of the Sincerity of our own or other People's. 
Repentance by fuch Signs and Tokens ; nor are 
Tears always neceiTary to Repentance,, though 
they very well become us ; and the leaft we can- 
do when we have done amifs, is to be forry for 
it, and to condemn our Folly, and to be fall of 
Indignation and Difpleafure agalnfl ourfelves. : 
1 will declare my Iniquity^ faith holy David, audi 
he forry for my Sin^ Pfal. xxxviii. i8. Efpecially 
if we have been very wicked, and have multif 
plied our Tranfgrcffions, and have continued, 
long in an evil Courfe, have negkSed God,, 
and have forgotten him Days without Number ;. 
tjhcn the Meafure of our Sorrow mi*ft bear fome 
Proportion to the Degrees of our Sins j if thty 
have been as Scarlet and Crimfon^ Ifa. i. 1 8. .that 
is, of a deeper Dye than ordinary, then our Sor- 
row muft be as deep as our Guilt : If. not fo 
^rcat, we ought to fliew fo much Trouble and 
Contrition of Spirit, as to produce in us a pe- 
nitential Confeffion of all our former Sins : 
Which is ,the T»IRD Property of a fincere 
Repefitance. Iwill acknowledge my

' > mine Unrighteoufnefs have I not hid... 
Ifaidy I will confefs my Sins unto the Lord, and 
fo thou forgavefi the Iniquity of my Sin^ Pfalm 
xxxii, 5. Which Confeflion of Sins muft not 
be in general Terms only, that we are Sinners 
with the reft of h^sinkxni^ but it muft be a fpe- 
cial declaration to Qod of all oujr moft heinouSr 
S/fis in Thought^ Word and Dtedv^N^RvVw-ail theic^ 
fevered A ggr a V atioAS > la^Vn^ o^titv ^»mi-^^\^ \sk 
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our heavenly Phyfician ; and this we mud do 
to fhew that we condemn all our former evil . 
and vicious Courfes, with a fulL Purpoie and^ 
Refolutionof Mind (by. God's Aififtance) never 
to do the like again.. Unlefs this be done, 
our. Sorrow for Sin, and the Confeffion of our 
Wickednefsi^ can never profit us in the Sight., 
of God, if it be not joined with a firm Refolur^- 
tion of leading a new Life : 

Which is the Fourth and moft eflentialj 
Part of a fincere Repentance^ and 
the.onlyConditioaof finding Mer- ^ ^ ^'-^^^ • 
ey with God* , He that cover eth his Sins Jhall not <.

«' Righteoufnefs." This certainly niuft be the 
Pefke afid Intention of all Communicants, ijf^ 
they hope or expert any Benefit or Advantage 
from this, folemn Rite or Covenant '^ {fsit V^ 
.that cpmes with a Defign or Intervuoti-o^ cotv- 

iwuing ia bis former S'ma^ comt^ fotcvs^wV^ 
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like unto Judas^ that came and received, ani 
at the fame Time continued his Refolution of 
betraying his Maflor. That which makes a 
Man abfolutely unfit to receive the holy Sacra- 
ment, is the living in the conftant and habitual 
Pradtice of any known Sin, without the leaft 
Dcfire or Intention of Repentance or Amend- 
ment. Such a Man's Approach to the holy 
7\ible, no doubt, is to " eat and drink his own 
" Damnation," fince it is a plain Mocking of 
God, and a great Contempt and Abufe of his 
divine Authority. We muft therefore (by the 
Help and AfEftance of God's Grace) '* refolvc 
** to lead a new Life, following the Command- 
*^ mentsof God," or other wife our former Ex- 
aminations will appear but flight and fuperficial, 
cur Sight and Senfe of Sin trivial and indifTerent, 
our Sorrow and Contrition of Spirit forced and 
hypocritical, and our Confeffions odious and 
formal. Therefore examine well the Sincerity 
of your Repentance and Refolutions, that you 
neither deceive God nor yourfelves : Him you 
cannot, becaufe he is a Searcher of the Hearty 
and a Difcerner of the Thoughts^ nor will he 
accept of any thing which is not hearty and 
unfeigned. 

Not that we are to fuppofe that this Sacra-

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is no Man which liveth and Jinneth not \ for 
fvho can fay ^ I have made my Heart clean, I am 
pure from my Sin ? The Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper is not a converting, but a confirming 
Ordinance, intended to preferve and increafe 
that ipi ritual £//> and Grace which we received 
at our Baptifm ; So that when we come to the 
holy Communion, we come thither for frefh 
Supplies of Grace and Goodnefs, *' for the 
•' ftrengthening and refrefhing of our Souls la 
*' all Holinefs and Virtue." As our natural 
Bodies are fed and nourifhed with thofe Ele- 
ments of Bread and Wine, the fame EfFeft is 
wrought in the Soul, in the inward Man, by 
thefe holy Myfteries, as in the outward Man 
by Bread and Wine ; Bread being the Stafr of 
Life, and Wine the moft fovereign Cordial 
(when taken in due Proportion) to chear and 
xejoice the Hearrt. And thus our Souls, by 
this Sacrament, are fortified and ftrengthened 
■with Grace, Wifdom, Courage, and all othei 
fpiritual Gifts, to keep us through Faith unto 
Salvation. Both the Comfort and Benefit of 
it are great; the Comfort of it, becaufe it 
does not only Teprefent to us the exceeding 
LfOve of our Saviour, in giving his Body to be 
broken, and his Blood to be Sied for us ; but 
it likewife feals to us all thofe BlefHngs and 
Benefits which are purchafed and procured for 
us by bis Death and Paflion ; namely, the 
Pardon of Sin, and Power againft it. The

No Time, no Age or Seafon, does he 
except againft ; hut whenever the wicked Man 
iurneih away from his tVickednefs that he hath 
committed^ and doth that which is lawful and 
rights he Jball fave his Soul alive^ Ezek. xviii* 
27. Neither is there any Sin, though never 
fo vile and heinous in its own Nature, but 
fhall be remitted and forgiven, unlefs it be 
that againft the Holy Ghoft. jfll manner of 
Sins and Blafphemies Jhall he forgiven unto Men^ 
but the Blafphemy againji the Holy Ghoji Jhall 
not he forgiven^ Matt. xii. 31, 32. And coi>- 
fequemly this Sin of eating and drinking un- 
worthily, in the worft Scnfe, cannot be a 
damning Sin, becaufe God in the Gofpel (for 
Chrift's fake) hath promifed to forgive all our 
Sins, upon our Repentance, and therefore this 
ef unworthy Receiving among the reft. 

Some People, I remember^ have been very 
much concerned and difcompofed at their De- 
votions, upon the Repetition of fome few Ex- 
preftions contained in the laft Exhortation to 
the Communion ; namely, '* Of being guilty 
^' of the Body and Blood of Chrift our Sa- 
** viour, — Of eating and drinking our own 
** Damnation, — Not confidering the Lord's 
4f JBody, — Kindling God!v \Vi^\3ci ^^\^^ 
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us, — Provoking hiiH to plague us wi4 
divers Dift'tjfes and fundry kinds of Death." 
'i'hcfe are hard Sayings, and fome of them 
tof) haid to be underflood : Bui however, 
ib^'v are all avoided and efcarped by cominj 
v\ »rthily, th.it is^ with Faith and Rfpentana: 
Therefore let not thefe terrible ExprcfF-ORS 
ti'^nhlc you, or detain you from the holy 
i.<.Kimunion : Repent and believej and yoa 
are fafe and fecure from falling into anycf 
thofe Dancers, which thcfe Sentences mav 
ft- em to threaten you with. So that the Want 
of Prcparatif>n, as fome Men have alledged, 
?.nd in the Senfe they generally take it, can 
never be a fufficient Plea or Pretence for their 
not coming to the holy Communion; ic- 
caufe after our beft and ftrifteft Endeavours 
to prepare f)urfelves, we profefs (before Gcd 
?.nd the Congregation) '* That we do not 
come to this heavenly Table trufting in 
our own Rightecufnefs, but in his manifold 
and great Mercies." By thefe we are in- 
vited to come ; and to the Mercy of God 
(through Chrift) all of us muft flee, and take 
t'an(Stuary in ; who has promifed that he will 
in no wife aiji out thofe who come unto him^ 
John vi. 37. A broken and a contrite Hearty 
O God^ thou wilt not dcfpife^ Pfalm li. 17. 
There is nothing dreadful in this Sacrament, 
but to the wilful, impenitent and perfevering 
Sinner, whofc Condition is dreadful, and every 
Page in Scripture is terrible againft fuch, whe- 
ther ibey comQ or tvox > W\. vo v^^ T^enitent 
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and humble Soul, nothing is difmal or afFright- 
ing in this holy Feaft ; for there is none con- 
demned for unworthy Receiving, but fuch 
v^ho deferve it for continuing in their Iniqui- 
ties ; and this Impenitence renders even their 
Prayers an " Abomination unto the Lord." 
Though they never partake of the Body and 
JBlood of Chrift, they are in equal Danger 
with thofc who eat and drink unworthily ; 
nay, I might fay in greater, becaufe the latfer 
ufe the Means in Obedience to our Saviour's 
Command, and the former wilfully negle6l 
that which would prevent their Damnation, 
if rightly confidered, and timely applied to. 
The fureft Way, I fay, to prevent their Dam- 
nation, is to receive the Sacrament more fre- 
quently than Men ufually do, that by a con- 
ftant Participation of this fpirituiU Food of the 
Living Bread which comes down from Hea- 
ven, their Souk may be nouriflied in all Good- 
nefs, and new Supplies of God's Grace and 
Holy Spirit may be continually derived to 
them for the purifying of their Hearts, and 
to enable them to run the Way of God's 
Commandments with more Conftancy and 
Delight than they did before. So that the 
true Confequence of eating and drinking un- 
worthily, jOiould rather excite our Care and 
Diligence in this Duty, than delude us with 
falfe Reafonings, to fuch a Negle£l as will 
certainly increafe our Damnation ; it being 
certain that God will never cad any Man into 
ctc^niJ Flames for ftriving to do Va^ \^v>x>) '^^ 
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well as he can. If there he firft a willing Mxii^ 
faith the Apofile, /'/ is accepted according * 
that a Man hath^ and not according to that b 
hath fiot^ 2 Cor. viii. 1 2. Neither ought ¥« 
to think fo unworthily of the Son of God, 
who came into the World to fave Sififuny 
that he would inflitute this Ordinance tobei 
Snare to entangle our Souls ^'ith. It was not 
ordained for Angels, or for glorified Saints 
but for humble and penitent Sinners, to bri(^ 
them home to God ; it being a Seal of their 
Pardon, and a refrcfbing Declaration of our 
heavenly Father's Readinefs te forgive Ac 
chiefeft of Sinners for Jcfus's falce ; who grs- 
cioufly calls upon all wlib are wearied cni 
cpprfjpd with the Guitt and Burden of their 
^ins^ to come to him^ and he will refrelh then^ 
Matt. xi. 28. Chrijl came not to call the Ri^h' 
teoufy but Sinners to Repentancey Matt. ix. 13. 
And confequently fuch as account rhemfelvcs 
moft unworthy, are thofe very Perfons whom 
Chrift doth here call and invite to this Sacra- 
ment, when deeply fenfible of their Unwor- 
thincfs. Were we not Sinners, were we not 
ccncerved and born in Sin^ we fliould not need 
fuch Means and Initruments of Grace as Sa- 
craments are ; but " being by Nature bornr 
** in Sin, and the Children of Wrath, wc 
•' are herebv made the Children of Grace, 
*^ and Inheritors of the Kingdom of Heaven. 
They that are wbole^ faith Chrift, have no need 
of a Phyjician^ but they that are Jick. This 
\>cln^ the Ca^ o( ^V ^^Vxo^ Hiiv.K tef^eA 
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ir fpiritual Life, there is no other Way 
e ourfelves from this Death of. Sin^ but 
ledily applying ourfelves to our heavenly* 
:ian, who came into the World to feek and 
e thofe that are loji, and ready to perifh.; 
le very Senfe of our own Unworthinefs, 

all other Arguments, the beil Qualifi- 
\ to recommend us to God's Favour and 
y, fince we know that he rejifieth the 
/, [and prefumptuous Sinner] but never 
s his Grace and Favour to the Humble 
leek. As often then as we come to the 

Communion with fuch an honeft and 
Seart, as to exercife our ** Repentance 
vards God, our Faith, and Hope of his 
ercy, through Chrift, for the Forgive- 
fs of our Sins, and our Love and Charity 

all Mankind ;" fuch a Temper and 
ution of Mind as this, will, doubtlefs, 
r us worthy Partakers of thefe holy My- 
5, and prevent us *' eating and drinking 
imnation to ourfelves/' Nay, I further 
that any Peribn- thus dtfpofed or qua- 
, may come (if it ihould be required) 
\ Hour's Warning, as fafely as he may 

to Church and fay his Prayers, or hear 
moB. The Dtienefs of Preparation doth * 
() imuck depend upon our fetting afide fo 
' extraordinary Days for the forcing our- 
I into a religiou»Pofture*of Mind, as 

the. plain natural Frame and Difpofition 
ir Souls, as. they conftantly Oand inclmed 
irtue and Goodnefe throu^ lYi^ ^Tv^'i^^ 
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Courfc of our Lives. From whence I infer, 
-^ - , that a Multitude of Bufinefs, or 
Bufinefi, ti' a Man's being deeply engaged in 
tier public or the public Affairs of this World, 
Sr^^^^' cannot be any juft Plea or Pre- 
cujcdfromfre- tcnce foT his not coming to the 
Quer.t Cmmu- holy Communion ; becaufc all 
^''"■' Bufinefs is confiftent with theU 

Duties of Religion, provided we govern our Af- 1^ 
fairs by Chriftian Principles : For though fuch 1^ 
Men have not Leifure for fo much aflual Pre- 1^ 
paration, yet they may have that habitual P^^ y: 
paration, upon which the great Strefs ought to I . 
be laid in this Matter : Nay, even the confci- 1^ 
e^itious Difcharge of a Man's Duty in his 6u- 1^ 
fuiefs, may be one of the beft Qualifications I* 
to recommend him to God ; fmce every Man ' 
fcrves God when he follows his Calling with 
Diligence, and obferves Juflice and Honefty in 
all his Dealings ; and confequently, the greater 
Danger and Temptation he is expofed to thro' 
the Multiplicity of Bufinefs, the more need 
hath he of God's Grace and Affiflance, which 
are abundantly communicated to us in this holy 
Ordinance : So that Men of Bufinefs, if they 
have any ferious l^houghts of another World, 
ought more efpecially to lay hold on fuch Op- 
portunities which fecure the Salvation of their 
Souls ; for as they who have Leifure ought to 
jeceive conftantly, as the beft Improvement of 
their Time ; fo they that are engaged in many 
worldly Affairs, otight to come the oftener to I 
the holy Commumon, ^xid \«^\ti biow to fane- 1 
li/y thck Employ m^xs, ^\>x\a^\Q^^^^-. ^ 
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The other Branch of a Communicant's Duty 
IS, to " examine whether he

amine yourfelves whether ye be in the Faith^ * 
2 Cor. xiii. 5. this Sacrament of the Lord'«, 
Supper being only appointed for fuch Believers 
ae own their Baptifm, and profefs the Faith of 
Chrift crucified, and underfland the fundamen* 
tal Articles of the Chiillian Religion, con- 
tained in the Apoftles Creed, and alfo the 
End and Defign of this holy Inftitution. The 
Benefits of our Saviour's Death and Paifion in 
:his Sacrament are indeed freely offered unto 
ill, but only efFeSually to Believers. As many 
IS received him, to them gave he Power to be^ 
ome the Sons of God, even to them that believe 
'm his Name^ John i. 12. And this is Life 
'ternal^ that they might know thee^ the only true 
]rod^ and Jefus Chrijl whom thou haji fent^ 
Tohn xvii. 3. All that Chrift hath done and 
ufFered for us Men and our Salvation, can 
xever profit us, unlefs we have Faith to believe 
t : That which muft render the Benefits and 
Jleffings of the Gofpel effeSual to our Salva- , 
ion is our Faith in Chrifl. Verily I fay unto 
ouy faith our Saviour, he that^ heareth my 
Vords^ and believeth on him that fent me^ hath 
^erlajling Life^ and Jhall not come into Condemn 
*jiiionj but is pajfed from Death unto Life^ John 
'. 24. The anxrient Churches accounted thofe 
mly Faithful that had received the Lord's Sup- 
per i and the Germans allowed tv^iu^v^ ^ovcv^^ 
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tinto their Sacrifices who had loft their Shields; 
nor does our own Church allow that any of us 
fhould come to this Chriflian Sacrifice without 
the Shield of Faith. *' Draw near with Faith, 
•• fays the Priefl, and take this holy Sacra- 
** ment to your Comfort." And this Faith 
hath God*8 Mercy, through Chrift, for its Ob- 
je6l, as the Fountain and Foundation of all 
thofe infinite Bleflings and Comforts which we 
gain by his Manifeftation in the Fleih ; and if 
we enquire into the Caufe and Reafon of fo 
much Mercy and GoodAefs to Mankind, no 
other can be given, but the Riches of his Mercjy 
Eph. ii. 4. And if we further enquire how this 
Mercy became ours, the Anfwer is plain, it was 
through Chrift, by whom all the Bleftings of this 
Life, and thofe of a better, are purchafed for us, 
and muft be obtained through the Merits and 
Intcrccffion of the Holy Jefus : By him we were 
redeemed, and according ta the Riches of bis 
Grace we have obtained RemiJJion of our Slns^ 
and through him at lajl we Jhall he glorified. 
And to this our Faith we muft join " a 
*< thankful Remembrance of his 
A thartkfui c« Death, and of thofe Benefits

cf his Death. which we receive thereby. 

Our gracious and merciful Lord^ 
faith holy Davidy hath fo done hts marvel- 
lous TVorks, that they ought to he had in Remem^ 
brancey Pfal. cxi. 4. But efpecially this Wotk 
of our Redemption by Jefus Chiift, which 
to forget were an Ingratitude bafer and viler 
thsin ever HcaOticus^ 01 Vublvc^xis^ the very 
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word of People among the Jews, were known 
to be guilty of towards their BenefaAors. — 
Matt. V. 4^. Herein is Love^ not that we loved 
God, but that he loved usy andfent his Son to be 
the Propitiation for our Sins, I John iv, 10. 
This is a Mercy far above all other Mercies ; 
nay, it is even this which fweetens all other 
Mercies to us. H^ thertf been no Redemp- 
tion, our Creation had only made us capable 
of endleTs Torments, and it had been better 
for us never to have- been born, than to be 
born to inevitable Ruin $ which mufl have 
been our Lot and Portion, had not ^' the Son 
** of God, by his own Oblation of himfelf, 
•* once o^red upon the Crofs, made a full, 
** perfeft, and fufficient Sacrifice and Satif- 
** fa£Uon to God for the Sins of the whole 
« World." The Confequences of this Re- 
demption are fo infinitely great and valuable, 
that it as* much furpafles our UnderAanding as 
it does our Merits. We are to declare and 
publiih to all the World, what God hath done 
to fave Mankind from that Damnation which 
they had deferved, and to reftore us again to 
that Happinefs and Glory which we could 
never expect or hope to enjoy, had not Chrift 
died for us. O come hither and hearken, all 
ye that fear God, and I will tell you what he 
bath done for my- Soul, Pfal. Ixvi. 16. Praifi 
the Lord, O my Soul, and all that is within me^ 
praife his holy Name : Praife the Lord, O my 
Soul, and forget not all his Benefits ; who for ^ 
^iveth all thy Sins^ and heaUtb all tb] InjCrmx- 
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ties ; whofaveth thy Life from DeJiruSfion^ 
crowneth thee with Mercy and Loving-kindf 
Pfalm ciii. i, 2, 3, 4. With what Joy 
Thankfulnefs then fhould every good Chrif* 
commemorate this exceeding Love of God 
the Salvation of Sinners by Jefus Chrift ? 7 
was the proper End and Defign of this Ir 
turlon, to perpetuate this wonderful Love 
Chrift in laying down his Life for us. 

this in Remembrance of me^ fi 
OurOBligations Qur Saviour a little before 
Co^hT Crucifixion ; which being a 

lemn Command of " our Ma 
** and only Saviour thus dying for us," 
cannot refufc Obedience hereunto, with 
hern^ guilty of the moft horrible Ingratiti 
and Contempt of his divine Authority, 
hath appointed it for a folemn Commemo 
tion of his great Love to us, in laying do 
his Life for us Men, and for our Salvatic 
and therefore he commands us to do it in j 
memhrance of him : And St. Paul tells us, t 
iflj often as we eat this Bread, and drink , 
C'jpj we do Jbew forth the hordes Death tiL 
come. As for thofe Men then amongft us w 
profefs themfelvcs Chriftians, and hope 
Salvation by Jefus Chrift, not to pay O 
diencc to this his Command, is a downri;

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Gift before the Altar ^ and go thy ivay^ firfi k 
reccnciled to thy Brother^ and then come and offtr 
thy Gift, Here you fee that Chrift preters 
Mercy before Sacrifice, And it is generally 
agreed on by the ancient Fathers, that theic 
Words of our Saviour do diredily point at thii 
Sacrament, on purpofe to oblige all Commu- 
nicants to forgive all manner of Injuries, " bc- 
** fore they prefume to eat of that Bread, or to 
*^ drink of that Cup." And it is exprefly faid, 
Matt, vi. 14, 15. that our Prayers arc not ac- 
cepted, nor our Pardon fealed in Heaven, un- 
til fuchTime as vt^ forgive Men their Trefpaffei\ 
and to be fure we can never be welcome of 
worthy Guefts at this heavenly F^aft, where 
Jefus the Saviour of Penitents and the Prince 
of Peace is fpiritualJy prefent, unlefs our Re- 
pentance reconcile us to God, and our Charity 
to all Mankind. 

And this Charity of the Heart, in forgivii^ 
Injuries, muft likewife fliew it- 
felf by the Hand, in relieving 
the Wants and Neceffities of the 
Poor. We read, that when this Sacrament 
was adminiftred in the Apoftles Days, lar^ 
Colledions of Monies were then gathered for 
the Maintenance of the poor Clergy and Laitji 
J^s ii. 44, 45, 46. and i Cor, xvi. i. And 
Theodoret obferves, that Theodofius the Empe- 
when the Time came to offer.

thy Communicants: And to be'fure, nothing 
within our Power can fo efFedually recom- 

. mend our Prayers and Devotions as this of 
Charity \ it being well obfervcd. Matt, vi. , 
that our Saviour hath inclofed Ahm between 

, Prayer and Fajiing^ and therefore they are 
called its two Wings, without which it will 
never fly fo high as the Throne of God. 
While Cornelius was faffing and pFaying, we 
read that an Angel from Heaven was dif- 
patched to him with this happy Meflage : Thy 
Prayer i and thine Alms are come up for a Me-- 
mortal before 'God^ Afts x. 4. He that hath 
Pity upon the Poor, lendeth unto the Lord ; and 

~ that which he hath given will he pay him again, 
Prov. xix. 17. Charge them that are rich in 
.this World, — that they be rich in good Works, 

' ready to dijlrihute, willing to communicate, lay- 
ing up injldre for themfelves a good foundation 
againft the Time to come, that they may lay hold 
en eternal Life, i Tim. vi. 17, i8, ig. Do 
ye not know that they who minijler about holy 
TThings live of the Sacrifice, and they who wait 
at the Altar are Partakers with the Altar ? 
Even fo hath the Lord alfo ordained^ that they 
Hvho preach the Gofpel Jhould live of the G^fpel, 
I Cor. ix. 13, 14. If we haroe foivn unto you 
fpiritual Things, is it a great Matter ifwejhall 
reap your worldly Thittgs ? Ver. 11. But we

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may juftly complain with Bafil^ that we know i 
fome who will " faft and pray, ' 

'* all Acts of Religion which 
'* coft them nothing, but will not give one 
*^ Farthing to the Poor : What Benefit is 
•^ there, faith he, of all the reft of their Dc- 
** votions ?*' 

And when the Communicant has thus far 
p advanced towards the Altar, ia 

his Examination^ Repentance^ &c. 
he muft not forget another excellent Prepara- 
tive belonging to this Duty of communicating 
worthily, which although it be not mentioned 
in our Church Catechifm, yet it is always 
implied as a neceiTary Part of our Sacramental 
Preparation, that is. Prayer *, private and 
public ; a Duty upon which all our prefent 
^nA future BleiTings depend, Rdatt. vii. 7, 8. 
and 21, 22. And fo near a Relation hath this 
Duty of Prayer with this Sacrament, that all 
thofe Bleflings therein contained and promifed, 
are only in return to our Prayers ; and no 
doubt but that Man who makes a confcienti- 
ous Practice of this Duty in his Clofet, and at 
Church, can never be unprepared for this Sa- 
crament, nor want a Title to God's peculiar

The con- 
ftant Exercife of Prayer is the beft Method 
to get the Mattery over our evil Inclinations 
and corrupt AfFections, and to overcome our 
vicious Habits : It preferves a lively Senfe of 
God and Religion in our Minds, and fortifies 
us againfl thofe Temptations that aflault us ; 
it fpiritualizeth our Nature, and raifeth our 
Souls above this World, and fupports us under 
the Troubles and Calamities of this Life, by 
fandtifying • fuch Afflidions ; it leads us gra- 
dually to the Perfedtion of a Chriftian Life, 
and preferves that Union between God and our 
Souls, which feeds our fpiritual Life with Grace 
and Goodnefs ; tvi^hout it we in vain pretend 
to difchgrge thofe Chriftian Duties incumbent 
on us, or to profper in our temporal Affairs, 
which muft have God's Blefling to crown them 
ivith Succefs. And as Prayer in general has 
thefc great Bleflings and Advantages attending 
it, fo give me leave to fuggeft to you under this 
Head, that thofe public Prayers 
and Devotions, which we offer ^"^^^'Pyy

unto Ood in eur Churches, are 
not only more acceptable to him, but alfo 
niuch more edifying and advantageous to ouf- 
felves : They cannot but be more acceptable

There is no Duty in Scripture more fre 
commanded, none more earneflly piefTc 
us, than this of public Prayer. We h 
Example of all good Men in all Ages 
and of Chrift himfelf, who was daily 
Temple and in the Synagogue, and, n 
tion, frequented thofe Places at the ufua 
of Prayers, becaufe then he had the fain 
portunity, from thofe public Ailemblies 
flruft, and to exhort to Faith and Repi 
2dly, We may iexpedl greater BlefTin 
Succcfs to our Requefts and Defires, w 
join in the public Prayers of our Churcl 
from private, becaufe our Saviour has ir 
cial Manner promifed to fuch Aflemb 
immediate Prefence ; that where two o

Principle or other, for any Man to be much a 
Stranger to the Houfe of Prayer, which is one 
of the greateft Bleflings and Privileges (if vi^e 
know how to value the fame) that we can have 
in this World, and has alwavs been accounted 
luch among all wife and good Men. It is cer- 
tain, that the' T«r^j, whom we call Infidels,

jthis Nature. But to proceed : 

"^^ To this Duty o{ fervent Prayer^ the Com- 
jnunicant (hould fpend fome Por- 
"tion of Time in Reading and j^^f 
Meditation, to raife his Soul into 
a devojLit and heavenly Temper : The proper 
Office of Reading, is to gain fpiritual Food 

. and Suftenance, and of Meditation, to digeft 
it. Thofe divine Sujbjeds moil proper for our 
ferious Contemplation on this folemn Occafion, 
I think, are " our Saviour^s Seimon on the 

B 5 ^^ MasisC5w\ 
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'^ Mount ; the Love of God in the Salvation 
** of Sinners, through Jefus Chrift ; Repen- 
" tance. Faith, Charity, * Death and Judg- 
** ment ; the happy Condition of a future State 
«' of Bleffednefs, and the miferable Condition 
" of the Damned in Hell." Thefe and the 
like, as they offer themfelves unto you, fhould 
be meditated upon, until fome Sorrow of Mind, 
feme Ardor of Devotion, fome Aft of Faith, 
fome Flame of Love and Charity arife in your 
Souls. 

Thus have I briefly reprefcnted to you both 
the Nature and Neceflity of a Sacramental Pri- 
faration^ which in great meafure contains the 
whole Duty of a Chriftian's Life ; namely, 
*^ Repentance towards God, Faith towards 
** our Lord Jefus Chrift, and Charity towards 
*' our Neighbour :" And I alfo hope, who- 
foever among us will but endeavour to prepare 
themfelves for the holy Communion, accord- 
ing to the forementioned Dirediions, may (by

daring, in all their Life-time, (though very 
good Livers) to partake of the Lord's Supper, 
for fear of eating and drinking their own Dam- 
i>ation.
